Wallace, 56, who became one of the 
•world's most prolific and 
highest 


paid writers after starting life as a 
newsboy in the slums of London, 
died at 4:45 this morning. 
Death 


was due to double, pneumonia. 


The noted author of mystery stor- 


ies was stricken Sunday with influ- 
enza. 
Pneumonia developed Mon- 


day, and since yesterday the writer 
has been In a semi-conscious condi- 
tion. 


At his bedside when he died were 


his secretary of many years, Robert 
Curtis, "Walter Huston, the actor, 
and his physician. 


Wallace came to Hollywood from 


his home in England several months 
ago to write scenarios for the RKO- 
Radio studios. 


Mrs. Wallace was to embark from 


England on the .liner Majestic for 
New York today, having arranged to 
leave her home immediately on hear- 
ing of her husband's illness 


MANY "BEST SELLERS" 


New York —(fP)— A million and a 


half of Edgar "Wallace's books have 
been sold in the United States, his 
publishers estimated today. 


"Which Is a lot of books," they 


added. 


But that's a mere bagatelle as com 


pared to his record the Tvorld over. 
Here are a few figures as given out 
by the publishers. 


He has written more 
than 150 


books, the exact number being un- 
known to the publishers Five mil- 
lion copies are sold yearly. 


He wrote the six most successful 


plays In London last year. Success- 
ful from a financial standpoint, that 
Is. 


One-quarter of all the books sold 


in England last year were written 
by him. 


He has written about 12 books a 


year, employing a voice recording 
device and two secretaries. It took 
him about two -weeks to write a 
book, and a weekend was usually 
enough for a play. 


One million two hundred thousand 


of his books were sold In England 
last year, and he has been a best 
seller In Geimany, 
Austria 
and 


South America.

administration the country has no 
internal debt; no floating debt, and 
the foreign bonded indebtedness Dec. 
31, 1931, was only $14,329,161.76. 


A Haitian citizen charged before 


the senate finance committee today 
that the state department had forced 
loans up on Haiti. 


The charge was made by George 


Leger, a brother of the Haitian for 
sign minister. 
He said, however, 


he was testifying as a private citi- 
zen. 


The committee resumed Its inves- 


tigation of foreign loans in order to 
hear Leger's story. 


As he took the stand, the Haitian 
said: 


"I propose to establish that the 


Haitian people have never solicited 
a loan on the American market. 


"The state department, by 
sug- 


gestions, recommendations and 
by 


constant pressure on the 
Haitian 


government, forced the loan on the 
Haitian people." 


Leger said he referred to a $16,- 


000,000 loan by the National City 
bank. 


He said it is now being used by 


the state department "for 
purely 


political purposes" as a reason for 
continuing financial supervision in 
Haiti. 


Suggestions for the loan started, 


Leger said, in 1917 and were repeat- 
ed each year until the loan was 
made In 1922, 


The American financial advisor of 


Haiti, Leger said, has "been an "abso- 
lute dictator."

BACK IN FAVOR 


Gardens With Foreign At- 


mosphere Lose Popularity, 
Aust Declares 


Sirccessional bloom should be one 


of the outstanding: characteristics of 
every flower garden and perennial 
border, Prof. F^anz Aust ot the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin horticulture de- 
partment said in the fifth of a series 
of six lectures on landscaping at Ap- 
pleton vocational school auditorium. 
Tuesday evening. His lecture was 
illustrated with many stereoptlcon 
slides showing how 
successional 


bloom and color combinations can 
be created through simple planting 
methods. 
Discussing 
changing trends 
in 


flower gardens, Professor Aust said 
he believed American gardens again 
are being developed with a real old1 
fashioned American 
note. 
For a 


time, he said, American gardeners 
were expending their efforts toward 
the creation of gardens 
with a 


strictly foreign atmosphere. 


Professor Aust 
pointed out that 


the most beautiful flower schemes 
can be created by ^planting simple 


"Take numerous trips into the 


little American flowers and shrubs, 
country during various seasons of 
the year and observe how nature 
creates beautiful color combinations, 
and then go home and try to follow 
mother nature's 
Instructions," he 


said. 


Know Soil Conditions 


The lecturerer said It was Impor- 


tant that planters in this vicinity 
know soil conditions and the habits 
and characteristics of vegetation he- 
fore they start working on gardens. 
He said it is far cheaper and much 
easier to build gardens 
of native 


flowers and shrubs. 


"Unsightly flower beds are creat- 


ed when planters attempt to copy 
schemes of foreign gardens," 
he 
said. 
"Many flowers look out of 


place and after two or three years 
the garden has outgrown what little 
beauty there was displayed during 
"the first'year of its existence." 


Professor Aust again stressed the 


Importance of building private back 
yards by systematic planting of 
shrubs, trees and flowers. The back- 
yard should be a private 
living 


room, and not a place for ash heaps 
and garbage cans, he said. 


He expressed 
dlstates, however, 


for gardens which have been over- 
done. He pointed out that too many 
American gardens are unsllghtly be- 
cause the planters have gone to ex- 
tremes by planting the entire back- 
yard with hundreds of species of 
flowers and shrubs without giving

ed "war" with Japan at Shanghai 
is In striking contrast to her previ- 
ous conflicts with foreign powers. 


After nearly two weeks of contin- 


uous fighting the combined Japanese 
naval and military forces—admit- 
tedly among the best-trained in the 
world—have teen unable with all the 
implements of. 
twentieth 
century 


warfare to blast the defenders out 
of their precarious positions. 


It was 
not always 
so. China 


fought three 'formal wars with Great 
Britain, France and Japan In the 
last hundred years and In each of 
them she was 
defeated decisively. 


She lost great slices of territory in 
each, paid h«avy indemnities 
and 


had her eastern seaboard pock-mark- 
ed with treaty ports. 


The first was waged with Great 


Britain in 1S39-42 against the Im- 
portation of opium Into China. The 
Chinese were repeatedly routed in a 
swift series of battles and the Brit- 
ish occupied a number of commercial 
centers south of the Tantze. river. 
The capture of Chinkiang, at 
the 


juncture of the Yangtze and the 
Grand .canal, ended the struggle. 


Out of the -war came the treaty 


of Nanking and the opening of Chi- 
na to foreign trade. The British took 
the Island of Hongkong as «. crown 
colony and obtained extra-territorial 
rights for her traders in the ports of 
Shanghai, Canton, Amoy, Foochow 
and Ningpo. Subsequently, the Unit- 
ed States, France, Belgium and Swe- 
den gained similar privileges. 
Easy for Britain, France 


Smouldering antagonism 
against 


the "foreign devil" led to a, second 
conflict in 1856-60, however, 
and 


Great Britain joined 
hands 
with 


France In punitive measures over 
the desecration of a British flag and 
the murder of a Catholic mission- 
ary. The Europeans took Canton 
with little effort and their combin- 
ed fleet silenced the forts guarding 
Tientsin. Peking eventually fell to 
western Invaders tor the first time 
and the emperor fled to a western 
province. 


By the treaty 
of Tientsin 
the 


rights of foreigners to live and do 
business In China as they exist today 
•were defined. 
The Importation of 


opium was legalized and the activi- 
ties of Christian missionares were 
sanctioned. Tariffs 
were 
modified 


and foreign merchant vessels were 
allowed on the Yangtze. The sta- 
tioning of foreign diplomats in Pek- 
ing and the payment of Indemnity 
were promised. Great Britain won 
the Kowloon territory opposite Hong- 
kong and America, France and Rus- 
sia received other benefits. 


The rivalry of China and Japan 


for suzerainty over Korea led to the 
Chlno-Japanese war of 1S94-95, the 
most sanguinary of the three. Oper- 
ating in Korea and Manchuria, the 
Japanese whipped the 
enemy 
in 


hard fought battles at 
Pingyang, 


Port Arthur and Yingkow. Their 
fleet swept the Chinese warships 
from the Yalu rlvei- and sunk them 
in the harbor of Welhaiwel.

Chinese naval officers 
committed 


suicide. 


With Peking 
again 
Imperilled, 


China signed the treaty of Shimon- 
osekl bv which she recognized the 
independence of Korea and ceded 1o 
Japan Formosa and the Pescadores 
Islands. She agreed to an indemnity 
of 200,000,000 taels, threw open four 
more ports, and promised a prefer- 
ential trade treaty to Japan. Rus-

MEASURE 


Senator Jones of Washington, au- 


thor of the now notorious "Five and 
Ten" law which he was sure would 
make 
prohibition 
enforceable 
and 


which made it less enforceable than 
ever, has fathered another prohibition 
measure. 


The senator is going to quit pun- 


ishing individuals and start punish- 
ing states. The matter strikes closely 
at home because Wisconsin is one of 
the states which has repealed its pro- 
hibition enforcement law and against 
which this true bill of the prohibition 
leader is aimed. 


As might be expected from this 


source which speaks so consonantly 
with the Anti-Saloon League, retalia- 
tion is the order of the day. These 
states are not to be permitted to with- 
draw from the Union but are going to 
be excommunicated for some purposes. 
Among other things the navy will be 
prohibited from sending any vessel 
to a port in any state that does not 
have a state enforcement law, and 
citizens military training camps will 
also be excluded from such states. 
This will be felt in the decline of busi- 
ness and is expected to 
choke the 


states into submission, to compel them 
to enact enforcement measures, even 
if they don't and won't enforce them. 


This senator thinks it proper for the 


national government to hurt, and beg- 
gar, if possible, such states as see fit 
to follow the very rights given them 
under the constitution. 


It is a true prohibition remedy, in- 


dicating the now frantic, and always 
angry and intemperate means adopted 
by those who are going to force pro- 
hibition against the odds that appear 
each day to be more insurmountable 
than ever. 


It might surprise the senator to 


know how many states would gladly 
do without a great deal in the way of 
material advantage if they could sub- 
stitute some sort of order and regula- 
tion for conditions so unsatisfactory 
that even the steady and slow moving 
Finn in the frozen north could no long- 
er tolerate them. 


The senator's proposal is the stuff of 


which blackmail and extortion are 
made. 


These violent beatings about for any 


hook to tie to are in fact the death 
rattle in prohibition's parched throat. 


The next thing in order for the drys 


is to propose some form of punishment 
against those who merely question the 
wisdom, the practicability or workable- 
ness of prohibition. They are lost if 
they do not punish someone for some- 
thing some day out of every week. 


And when punishment is not avail- 


able or cannot be forced down the 
throat of congress they may deal in 
threats and voice Joanna Baillies' 
words: "Stand there meddling vil- 
lain and be silent; for if thou utterest 
but a single word, a cough or hem' to 
cross me in my speech, I'll send thy 
cursed spirit from the earth to bellow 
with the damned." 


THE VERDICT OF THE JURY 
Edward B. Allen was acquitted re- 


cently of murdering a man engaged to 
his sister by using the defense, termed 
by an expensive lawyer in the Harry 
Thaw trial at New York 25 years ago 
"dementia Americana," but 
never 


clearly decided whether the dementia 
was of the defendant or the jury that 
acquits him. 


Livy declared some twenty centur- 


ies ago that "it is safer that a bad 
man should not be accused than that 
he should be acquitted." But this the- 
ory has long since been discarded with 
overwhelming proof that it is -hope- 
lessly wrong. The safest course is to 
put the responsibility for the convic- 
tion or acquittal just exactly where it 
belongs, upon the people. 


For the jury is the people! 
When a man departs from a contro- 


versy, as did Allen, to get a shotgun 
Jhat takes him half an hour to procure, 


1 


he can no longer sensibly claim that 
"rage hath dulled his reason," and 
when he stumbles onto the deceased, 
raises the shotgun and blows off the 
latter's head it is an odd jury indeed 
that will take his insipid excuse: "I 
didn't mean to kill him, I don't know 
just exactly what happened.'' 


But the jury is the people! 
We must always recognize the prac- 


tical fact stated by Gibbon generations 
ago that "whenever the offense inspires 
less horror than the punishment the 
rigor of the penal law is obliged to 
give way to the common feelings of 
mankind," and despite any analysis 
that demonstrates its error. 


The fearful danger in this theory, 


and its application by a jury, is that 
more often injustice has been done to 
the deceased than not. It is easy for 
the killer to build excuses and make 
charges when no one is left on earth 
to deny them. The dead may be easi- 
ly blackened. Too often then does the 
verdict "acquit the raven and convict 
the dove." 


But the jury is the people! 


A DANGEROUS SITUATION 
Cables under the Pacific are throb- 


bing with a story that is as old as the 
speech of mankind. We heard it last 
from 1914 to 1918. We are vitally in- 
terested in avoiding for ourselves and 
for mankind a repetition of anything 
approaching that fearful holocaust. 


We need cool ambassadors, cool of- 


ficers, cool men everywhere. 


The American flag has been torn 


and trampled upon by Japanese sol- 
diers. Property under American do- 
minion or control has been violated 
and ruined. Perhaps at any time we 
may hear of American lives taken 
either in the crossfire of the battling 
armies or intentionally by Japanese 
soldiers. 


The ground at Shanghai is not only 


covered with tinder but the very air is 
charged with "all those excitable and 
electric elements that precede and fore- 
shadow the wild and insensate tramp- 
ings of the Four Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse, War, Famine, Pestilence 
and Death. 


If the Japs have lost their heads, as 


it seems; if they have directly violated 
their treaties with this and other coun- 
tries in their resort to war as a wea- 
pon to decide a juridical dispute, as is 
apparent, the reason becomes all the 
more pronounced why America must 
keep its balance. 


In the slow and calm consideration 


of duty and of consequences, the cast 
gauntlet may well be forgotten in the 
dust. 


War is seldom, if ever, inevitable. 


Constantly is it caused by a lack of 
human restraint. In this respect it is 
a weakness, not a strength. 


War has been the first and the last 


argument of kings. It is the first and 
the last act of brute ignorance. It is 
the first and the last gesture of im- 
becility. 


Shall we even consider a return to 


the monstrous doctrines of Machiavelli 
and von Bernhardi or the madness of 
despair that would envelop the human 
race with another bath of blood? Al- 
though war may be kindled 
by 
a 


breath, the conflagration becomes too 
huge sometimes for the united breath 
of mankind to extinguish. 


We need no yellow press. We have 


no place for jingoes. There is noth- 
ing that America need do to gain for 
it a place in the sun. It has it. There 
is no sacrifice required from America 
to demonstrate its spirit or courage. 
All these things are known, admitted, 
proven, by millions of soldiers' graves 
and in the mute evidence of thousands 
of chiseled monuments. 


Let us begin rather to admire and 


extol those manly attributes that tend 
to properly avoid the fell consequences 
of another's bungle.

ANATOMY VERSUS ALGEBRA 
A professional man whose work Is 


applied mathematics If any -work 
can be so described, recently told 
me that although he had "taken" 
algebra in high school and "passed" 
the final examination in the subject 
he never did understand and does 
not now understand what the idea 
is of running in letters with figures. 


This Is a frank avowal by a man 


of education—it Is usually the well 
educated man who dares to admit 
he doesn't know something which 
people of less education pretend they 
know well enough. Without boast- 
ing-, I confess I "took" and "passed" 
algebra in high school, too, though 
heaven knows why. 


I believe the pedagogues maintain 


that the study of algebra develops 
the student's thinking capacity or 
something, and hence it is essential 
for cultural improvement. 
They 


either scorn to consider cross-word 
puzzles of similar value or else dis- 
miss them, as out of the question 
because of the pleasure the student 
finds in doing them. 


Here and there, I suspect, but am 


not yet in a position to assert, there 
are school men who do not regard 
algebra as an 
indispensible 
high 


school subject. One may even hope 
that there are 
professional men, 


even engineers, who believe 
they 


could do thir work without knowl- 
edge of algebra. Anyhow I'm just 
ignorant enough to commit myself 
upon the question. I think algebra 
isn't worth a tinker's dam in the 
high school curriculum, and 
the 


formal teaching of such a subject 
should be stopped in the name of 
economy and education. 


Oh, I don't suggest that the alge- 


bra class should 
sit around 
and 


twiddle thumbs to while away the 
time. I suggest that the time now 
given to the teaching of the silly 
subject of algebra be transferred to 
the teaching- of human anatomy, and 
the second term to physiology. 


Now I daro any educator or any 


parent to state frankly his objec- 
tion to this proposal. 


Too long have 
our 
presumably 


cultured class made a sorry joke of 
their own ignorance of human anat- 
omy and phvsiology. I'm sick of the 
hackneyed facetiousness 
of nasty- 


minded intelligentsia concerning their 
own or other's "in'ards." That sort 
of thing- may have been all right in 
the early Victorian 
era, 
but it is 


scarcely tolerable now. 


In many high schools there is a 


pretense 
of 
teaching something 


about human 
physiology, 
though 


usually it is a mere incidental part 
of a course in what is called "bi- 
ology." This is taught by a teach- 
er who knows as much about the 
human anatomy as I know about 
Latin. 
I have a smattering of 


Latin, but as a teacher of ancient 
languages I'd be great fun. 


High school boys and girls now- 


adays know lots more about things 
which ain't so than their fond par- 
ents Imagine they do. Of course I 
can't say that the dignified study of 
anatomy and physiology, on a plane 
with physics and history, would help 
our youth to surx-lvc the flames, but 
at any rate it would give them a 
better break and a better chance to 
find the way. 
The way to health 


and happiness. Algebra doesn't help 
them much there. 


If the study of human anatomy 


and physiology Is not culture in the 
highest sense of the word, then I'm 
just too ignorant 
to comprehend 


what culture means.

New York—Yesterday I had oc- 


casion to go into the old Singer 
building for the first time in several 
years. 


Undoubtedly the name stirs mem- 


ories in your mind of that expan- 
sive period which saw the Singer 
tower grow to be the tallest and 
most famous office structure In the. 
land. It was the first of the sky- 
scraping giants, completed In 1908. 


This was the structure that Justi- 


fied that caricature of the 
rube 


from the hinterland, straining his 
neck till his chin whiskers protrud- 
ed horizontally, trying to see th« 
top of Its 41 stories. 


Forty-one stories! What a puny 


pile that seems In the day of 102- 
story architecture. But the Singer 
still la a building of distinction, and 
a commanding 
unit in a skyline* 


made up of more than ZOO buildings 
ranging from 25 floors on up. 


Remember when they closed 
the 


Singer observation balcony to keep 
people from Jumping off? Persons 
with suicidal intent had found it an 
economical and sure fire method, 
to pay 50 cents to go up and leap 
into space. 


Tourists visited the Singer tower 


as religiously as they visited 
the 


aquarium in 
those 
days. 
And, 


though the Metropolitan Life tower 
topped it a few feet a year or so 
after its completion, 
the 
Singer 


building held the imagination of the 
people until an auspicious event in 
1913. 


That year Woodrow Wilson in the 


White House pushed a button and.* 
illuminated the 60-story Woolworth 
building. 


The Woolworth was to 
remain 


the proudest shaft on Manhattan 
island until the 1930 crop of build- 
ings bloomed, with the Chrysler com- 
ing to a point at 
the top of 77 
stories.

When he was asked to 
recant his writings and to yield his 
position in the Protestant reforma- 
tion, he said, 'Unless convinced by 
the Holy Scriptures or logical deduc- 
tions therefrom, I cannot and will 
not recant where I stand, God help 
me, Amen.' 


"He stood for the freedom of con 


science. This principal of freedom 
was the foundation stone in the es- 
tablishment of America. The Luth- 
eran church is an American church 
and not foreign as some would have 
you believe. Here the state and the 
church are separate. The Lutheran 
church stands today for such separa- 
tion. In such liberty man may wor- 
ship God according to the dictates of 
his own conscience. In such freedom 
the Lutheran church 
exercises its 


faith in this respect 
and finds the 


greatest spiritual growth where con- 
science is not enslaved to the state 
or some dictatorial power. 


"The Lutheran church traces its 


beginning to the earliest part of our 
history. Six strong Swedish Luther- 
an churches were in existence long 
before William. Penn founded Penn- 
sylvania. New Amsterdam was com- 
posed of about one-third Lutherans. 
The Salzbergers settled 
in Georgia 


and became instrumental in the de- 
velopment of the south. They were 
all Lutherans." 


Dr. Gerberding mentioned names 


of a number of men such as Muhlen- 
berg, who 'was a leader in early his- 
tory, and who said more than 100 
years ago that the greatest work in 
the Lutheran church 
In America 


would be done in the 
English lan- 


guage. There were over 25,000 Luth- 
erans in the country at the time of 
the signing- of the declaration of in- 
dependence. 


"A Lutheran sexton rang the Lib- 


erty bell; the first continental con- 
gress met in a Lutheran church," he 
said. "Washington 
revamped 
his 


whole staff, including mostly Luth- 
erans because, according 
to his 


statement, he could trust them. "We 
have grown up in and with Ameri- 
ca and therefore the United Luther- 
an church is America." 


He dwelt on the Idea of preserving 


the principal of liberty—mentioned 
the uniting of the forces of the Rom- 
an church 
and 
the 
Lutheran 


church in this territory to prevent 
the teaching 
of the 
Bible by all 


kinds of people in public schools— 
this work is for the church and not 
the state, he maintained. Prohibition 
is another issue where politics and 
the church should remain separate, 
he said. He spoke 
on the United 


Lutheran church which comprises 
33 Synods under one head and func- 
tions through its boards in various 
of the United States and Canada as 
well as in foreign fields.

help for it. Your only resource Js 
philosophical calm or hearty good 
humor. Mix them and you do better. 


A scissors often stimulates a run- 


about child to commit evil deeds. 
One of my friends had an old shawl 
that she prized beyond its material 
value. Beautiful in

cherished for its associations. The 
fringes were more than usually 
lovely and the proud possessor gave 
them daily care brushing them out, 
shaking: them into sleek untangled 
perfection.

Washington—Federal money for 


the relief of 
the unemployed—but 


neither a dole nor direct aid to In- 
dividuals—is the plan decided upon 
by the Democrats In congress and 
the present prospect is that such a 
measure will be passed and that sig- 
nature by President Hoover will be 
reluctantly but inevitably attached. 


Evidence gathered 
by Senators 


LaFollette of Wisconsin, and Cost- 
igan of Colorado, Republicans, after 
exhaustive 
hearings 
shows that 


many communities in the United 
States 
have 
no immediate 


chinery available to raise money for 
relief and that others are prevented1 
by constitutional limitations or red 
tape from borrowing money to be 
used to rescue poverty-stricken fam 
ilies 


Both pending bills would appro- 


priate $375,000,000 for relief, but the 
chief difference between the LaFol 
lette-Costigan 
proposal 
and that 


sponsored by Senators Black of 
Alabama, and \VaIsh of Montana, 
Democrats, Is the method of admin- 
istering the federal aid. The former 
wish to do Jt 
from "Washington 


through federal bureaus, to which 
governors and local officials would 
have to certify that all other means 
of rising money were exhausted. 


The latter would lend the money 


to state agencies for local distribu- 
tion and local 
control by states, 


cities or counties 
In addition the 


Walsh-Black measure would provide 
an additional $375,000,000 for roac 
building that does not have to be 
matched by the states. This, it is 
estimated, would put 1,000,000 men 
to work for a month. 


Agree On Emergency 


In principle there is little differ 


encs between the points of view of 
the western Republicans and the 
Democrats on the issue of federal 
aid. 
They feel that an emergency 


has arisen which supercedes pre 
cedents or tradition 
and that the 


federal government cannot afford to 
let people go hungry or starve lesi 
social disorder be the penalty paid 
for 
neglect. 
Indeed, as 
to pre 


cedents, the sponsors of the legisla 
tion have enumerated several in 
stances in which federal money has 
been used for flood relief, famine 
aboard and to relieve the destitute 
in Belgium and Russia and central 
Europe after the war. To the argu 
ment that these were instances o: 


'acts of God" or a war condition, 
the senators answer that the pres- 
ent depression la directly due to the 
debts piled up by the war and the 
dislocation of the world's economic 
machinery attributable to the war 
era. 


The Democrats even of the most 


conservative type no longer Insist 
that federal 
aid is 
unnecessary 


They are compelled to concede that 
the state and local machinery to 
collect revenues through taxes has 
in many Instances broken down and 
that private charity Is 
near the 


point of exhaustion. 
It Is argued 


that 
Republican governors 
have 


hesitated to come out in favor of 
federal aid by describing the plight 
of their states because they would 
place them publicly in a position at 
variance with the policies of the Re- 
publican administration in Washing- 
ton which has been against federal 
aid. Senator LaFollette made this 
point during the debate in explana- 
tion of the absence 
of testimony 


from governors in contrast with the 
abundance of pleas from welfare 
officials in many states who are di- 
rectly In touch 
with conditions 


among the unemplojed. 


Stories Of Distress 


Pathetic stones of distress among 


the idle and under-nounshment of 
children have been recited through 
volumes of printed pages and the 
congressional record one day this 
week had more than 160 of solid- 
type giving the results of a ques- 
tionaire to mayors of hundreds of 
cities. The evidence has greatly im- 
pressed 
the 
senate, 
particularly 


Democratic leaders 
who fell 
the 


issue can no longer be avoided. 


The Walsh-Black bill provides for 


loans to states 
and in those in 


stances where states cannot borrow 
as governments it Is proposed to set 
up state-controlled agencies on the 
pledge of prominent 
citizens that 


they will work to 
get necessary

loans back. If such action does not 
materialize, that Is if the states do 
not pay back the loans, then the 
pending b\tt sponsored1 by the Demo 
crats would provide- that the federal 
government may begin three years 
hence to deduct one-fifth o£ the in- 
debtedness every 
vear from 
the 


funds normally 
appropriated 
for 


road building by the federal govern- 
ment. 


Thus federal money would be 


utilized to aid the states but the 
federal government itself would not 
corns in contact with the individual 
sufferer either in finding out where 
he is located or In administering re 
lief when he Is found. The federal 
government's resources 
and credit 


would be back of the states and 
cities that need such aid. 


Compromise Plan 


This is a comprimise between di- 


rect federal aid, sometimes called 
a d-ole and indirect federal support. 
The word "dole" has crept into the 
debate often but Senator LaFollette 
has pointed out that 70 per cent of 
relief funds today are being paid out

partiality, he 
insisted, 
has been 


maintained both by himself and the 
national party headquarters. Ras- 
kob. in New Tork, yesterday Issued 
a similar declaration of neutrality. 


Shouse was asked his intentions 


in the light of widespread discussion 
which has followefl the 
declaration 


of Smith reg-ardins his availability 
as a candidate. Shouse made no ref- 
erence to the Smith statement. 


This same statenaent caused the 


Ijouisviile Courier-Journal to under- 
take a poll of Democratic national 
committeemen and women. 


Replies received by it up to now 


accounted for about two dozen of 
the more than one hundred, members 
of the committee. 
Coming from all 
parts of the country 
they ranged 


from: "I do not consider Governor 
Smith a contender" to "his state- 
ments make him a candidate." In 
this partial list was no outspoken 
support for Smith, while several of 
the 
replies 
confirmed

stands for Roosevelt, particularly In 
the far west and1 south.

the other hand foresaw the chance 
for a compromise candidate, with 
the Texas 
committeeman, Jed C.

"from the standpoint of party and 
country alike" not to Instruct dele 
gates for anyone except where prl 
mary laws of the states made It 
necessary. 


"In all probability that (the Demo- 


cratic) convention well bfe called up- 
on to nominate the next president 
of the United States," he said. "It 
should be prepared to act wisely. . .

He urged at the same time the

n. THE CHOICE 
COIsTRONTING IT 
The negative character of Demo- 
cratic campaigning reflects the diffi- 
culty of the choice which a positive 
policy involves. There are two posi- 
tive directions in which the 
party 


can go: one is to accept the pre- 
mises of post-war Republicanism and 
to propose remedies for its disagree- 
able consequences; the other is to 
attack the premises and to propose 
a different set of national .policies. 
Both courses are politically expen- 
sive; the first will lead the party 
into a kind of new Bryanism, which 
will be attacked as unsound and de- 
structive and the second into a new 
Wllsonism, which will be attacked 
as Internationalist and not quite pa- 
triotic. 


* * * 


This choice Is Inherent in the sit- 


uation resulting from the conduct of 
American affairs since the war. The 
three successive Republican admin- 
istrations have proceeded on 
the 


theory that in no essential respect 
had the war altered the American 
position, and they have tried 
for 


nearly twelve years to run the Unit- 
ed States according to the theories 
which had on the whole worked so 
well up to 1917. They refused to ad- 
mit that the war wrought a funda- 
mental change in American national 
Interests, and that a failure to adapt 
government policies to this change 
would lead to grave trouble. 


The basic Republican doctrine is 


expressed 
in President Hoover's 


theory that the United States Is a 
self-contained nation 
capable 
of 


prospering regardless of the condi- 
tion of the outer world. This theory 
is a recent addition to the stock of 
half-truths, and it is highly mis- 
leading description both of pre-war 
and post-war America. 
For had it 


been necessary to consider the ques- 
tion in 1913, no informed 
person 


would have thought of saying that 
the United States was organized to 
prosper within its frontiers. Though 
there was a high tariff on 
manu- 


factures, the country exported vast 
quantities of food and raw mater- 
ials, it borrowed capital from Eur- 
ope, 
it paid large shipping freights, 


and it sent large funds abroad in the 
form of tourist expenditures and im- 
migrant expenditures. This system 
of internatlon 
payments 
worked 


so smoothly that the 
American 


people took it for granted, and had 
little incentive to realize how greatly 
their well-being was founded upon a 
complicated exchange of goods, ser- 
vices and capital funds. 
American 


public men who served their appren- 
ticeship In this pre-war world—and 
most of the men now old enough for 
high public office did—instinctively 
believe that the pre-war economy is 
the normal American economy, and 
that somehow sooner or later things 
•will settle back Into the old familiar 
grooves.

Among the great changes brought 
about by the 
war 
none 
entails 


greater consequences for this coun- 
try than in its transformation from 
a debtor to a creditor nation and the 
simultaneous expansion of its pro- 
ductive power in both 
agriculture

trying unsuccessfully to adjust Itself 
to these new conditions.

It was the credit inflation at homo 


<and ^abroad that enabled Mr. Coo- 
lidgo and Mr. Hoover to point with 
such pride—back in 192S—to 
the 


amazing spectacle of expanding ex- 
ports, full emplojinent, rlairg wages 
and profits, accumulating gold, and 
the successful collection ot great for- 
eign debts—all under a regime 
ot 


prohibitive tariffs When the bubble 
burst, the Republican partv tliiough 
its official -voices xefu^ed to acknow- 
ledge that what had mado its post- 
war policies temporalily 
workable 


was the foreign lending jnd the do- 
mestic inflation. It committed itself 
more deeply than ever to the notion 
that the country is 
self-sufficient 


and self-conta'ned.

The other course for th« Demo- 


crats to take Is to resume—let us

task of adjusting American com- 
mercial and political policy toward 
an effort to restore and stabilize a 
world economy.

of the war, toward making the peace

INCREASE SEEN 
ON WALL STREET 


Bear Element Appears In- 


fluenced by Non-re- 


sistance of Stocks

Wall Street, New York—W.ith the 


stock market diminishing In size un- 
til the average daily turnover re- 
cently has been only about 1,000,000 
shares, It appears that the propor- 
tions of short selling to total trading 
arc increasing. In other words, the 
professional bear element which was 
quiescent for a time, with some of 
Its members inclined to take the bull 
side of the market, seems 
to have 


been Influenced by the non resisting 
character of stocks and the unfavor- 
able business outlook 
and is once 


more working for profits under the 
restrictive short selling rules of the 
stock exchange. 


The latest official figures o£ the 


extent of the short Interest are those 
just published 
as of Feb. 1. These 


Indicate an expansion In the short 
account during January of 758,000 
shares, or 27 per cent. The trend of 
the short account 
previously has 


been as follows: in December It de- 
creased 903,000 shares or 24 per cent. 
In November it increased 1,069,000 
shares, or 39 per cent. October show- 
ed a reduction of 360,000 shares, or 
12 per cent. 


31 Per Cent Drop 


In September there was a drop of 


1,372,000 shares, or 31 per cent. In 
August the total was 370,000 shares, 
or 9 per cent higher than In July, 
when the change was only a nomin- 
al one. In June the decline from May 
was 1,591,000 shares, or 28 per cent. 


At the beginning of this month 


the short Interest 
was the largest 


since Dec. 11, It is believed that if 
current figures of the short account 
were available they could show a 
gain over those of a week ago and 
would compare with the figure at 
the end of November. 


The high level in the 
short ac- 


count last year was reached on May 
25 when the uncovered contracts re- 
ported to the New York 
stock ex- 


change amounted to 5,589,700 shares. 
As the figures above indicate, there 
was a sharp reduction 
from that 


time with the total during the sum- 
mer nearly 2,000,000 shares less than 
late In the spring. When Great Brit- 
am went off the gold basis and the 
stock exchange authorities had to 
seriously consider 
whether they 


would suspend trading, the short in- 
terest was in the neighborhood of 
4,400,000 shares, 
or about 22 per 


cent greater than 
today. Subse- 


quently, it dropped 
sharply under 


the new regulations limiting short 
sales. In less than two weeks the to- 
tal was reduced 1,700,000 shares or 
37 per cent. 


Rise Since October 


When the low 
pi ices 
of stocks 


were reached about the 
middle of 


October, the short interest was then 
less than half the total at the time 
the banking 
crisis 
developed a 


month previous. 
Since then, how- 


ever, with frequent interruption of 
moderate size, the short interest has 
shown a disposition to increase. The 
striking feature now is its expansion 
during a period of the greatest con- 
tinued dullness that "Wall Street has 
witnessed in years. 


There have been no changes in the 


New York stock exchange 
restric- 


tions on short 
selling 
for some 


weeks. Under the regulations now in 
effect, it Is still possible to sell stocks 
short, though the narrowness of the 
fluctuations and the smallness of the 
volume make this operation more 
dfficult than when 
market condi 


tions are normal in character. It is 
believed that operations of this type 
are being limited to a certain few 
speculative stocks which lately have 
been conspicuous 
for the size of 


their daily decline. Nearly all of the 
January Increase In the short inter- 
est occurred in the second half of 
the month, or duiing 
that period 


when the daily average 
turnover 


was the smallest. This is understood 
to have been the situation since the 
first of February. 


The threatened 
flood of bills in 


congress to curb short selling has 
not put In an appearance. With the 
exception of measures introduced in 
the various state 
legislatures, the 


subject has had 
limited attention 


this winter from the lawmakers of 
the country. 
They have been en- 


gaged on more important and more 
practical matteis. Wall Street wa 
quite uneasy over the attitude of 
congress on 
short 
selling three 


months ago. Lately tvoid has reach- 
ed the financial district 
that this 


phase of stock market 
operations 


will not be exploited 
during 
the 


present session.
